Interesttnc Reminiscences of the \Va 
of 1819. 


WHAT THE 
NORTH HAS DONE—WHAT TH 


NORTH CAN DO. 


Prom the Albany Evening Journal. 


The tourist who, for his summer recrea 


tion, passes over the beautiful waters o 
Lake Ontario, and etitera the little bay o 
Sackett's Harbor, will be surprised to fin 
in that place a vast.ship house, such as i 
seldom to be found, unless in the grea 
dockyards of a nation. If he inquires th 
object of such an unusual building, he wi. 
learn that it contains at once the sole reli 
and the significant monument of our na 
lion's prowess in the naval contest wage> 
on the lakes with Great Britain iu the wa 
of 1812. 


Should he have the time and curiosity tc 


enter the building, he'will be gratified wit] 
the sight of the half-finished structure of a 
line-ol'-battle ship pierced for one huudre 
and twenty guns, of unsurpassed model, the 
work of the great Henry Eckford. If he be 
inquisitive enough, or sufficieently interest 
ed in the history of his country to inquire 
into the cause of building this immense 
ship for the waters of a small inland sea, h 
will be informed of a series of events whiel 
speak proudly for the honor of an infan 
nation, and will learn the following facts 
to-wit:— 


That the most important line of strate 


getic operations during the war of 1812 
was the northern boundary of our country 
which divided us from our British neigh 
bors ; that is, the line formed by the grea 
chain of inland waters, from Lake Superior 
to the lower St. Lawrence. Necessarily the 
Lakes Brie, Ontario and Champlain, whos< 
shores alone were populated to any extent 
became the scene of a vigorous naval war 
and as neither nation possessed a navy or 
those waters, an active rivalry for suprem- 
acy in squadrons ensued, The promptness 
and energy of the Americans enabled them, 
on Lake Erie, under great disadvantages, 
to put their small fleet on nearly an equal 
footing with that of the enemy, and on" the 
memorable 10th of September, 1812, Per- 
ry's victory taught the proud Briton that in 
a contest of fleets, as iu single combats o: 
ships, American skill and courage could 
win the palm of victory. The same causes 
led to the same results in the succeeding 
year, and on the llth of September, 18113, 
Commodore McDonough won the noble vic- 
tory of Lake Champlain. 


But Lake Ontario was the great field of 


contest. Possessed of control of its wa- 
ters, the enemy could throw invading ar- 
mies into the state of New York at four or 
more points of attack, separate the eastern 
states from the western, and co-operate with 
an invading army from tbe head waters- of 
Chesapeake Bay, within which British land 
and naval forces were operating. 


To meet this exigency the British gov 


ernment placed at the head of their lake 
navy, Commodore Sir James Yeo, an offi- 
cer of rare energy, sagacity, vigilance, bra- 
very and prudence. The American admin- 
istration opposed to him Comoiodore Isaac 
Cbauncey—a man every way the equal of 
his antagonist, in tlie qualities of a seaman 
and commander. Bach government pos- 
sessed a small squadron of small vessels at 
tho commencement of the war. The Brit- 
ish, availing themselves ot their great fa- 
cilities at home, sent out the frames of 
ships moulded ia their own dockyards, and 
ready to be set up by scores of shipwrights 
sent out with them, showing a determina- 
tion to place on the lake a powerful fleet 
with a speed beyond the ability of Ameri- 
cans to equal. This cl^llenge to a. race of 
skill and speed was promptly accepted. 
The government sent to the aid of Commo- 
dore Chauncey, Henry Eckford, a ship- 
builder of New York, who had distinguish- 
ed himself by the construction of several 
of the finest ships of that port. He was 
furnished not only with shipwrights proper, 
but with a body of axemen and sawyers, to 
provide the building material direct from 
tbe forest. 


Never did the famed. Yankee axe win 


greater triumphs than upon that occasioi: 
never did American skill and vigor display 
its ability more gloriously than in the great 
work of the creation of the mivy, as it were 
by magic—the timber for the intended na- 
vy standing in the forest when Mr. Eckford 
commenced his operations. 


In November, of the year 1812, Mr. Eck- 


ford put upon the stocks a 24-gun ship, the 
Madison; and in twenty-four days she was 
launched and ready for her armament. On 
the 8th of April, 1813, he commenced a 
28-gun ship, and on the 12th of Jane she 
was launched. She was followed by the 
Sylph, 14 guns, built in twenty-one days. 
In February, 1814, ho put on the stocks a 
frigate of 50 guns, the Superior, and two 
brigs of 22 guns each. These vessels were 
built in less than ninety days. 
On launch- 


ing the frigate, another, the Mohawk, was 
laid- down and completed in the space of 
thirty-four days. 


By the middle of the season the Ameri- 


can navy had been made superior to tho 
British, but availing themselves of their 
home facilities, and determined to strain 
every nerve to get the command of the lake, 
the enemy had launched a line-of-battle- 
ship pierced for one hundred and twelve 


uns. 
- 


This immense ship threw such a prepon- 


derating weight into the enemy's fleet that

She was 
hen planked in, and it was calculated would 
lave been in the water in twenty-seven days 
more. Her consort, building at Cape St. 
Vincent, was in an equal state of forward- 
less, and tbe two would have been eomple- 
ed within the sixty days. Thus it was that 
n two hundred and ninety days Mr. Eck- 
ord built five sloopsrof-war, two frigates and 
wo first rates, carrying four hundred and 
wenty-six guns. 


It must be remarked that these vessels 
ere equipped with a corresponding rapidi- 
y, and that the armaments atid equipments 
or the New Orleans and her consort were 
arriving from the 
sea boird with 
such 


jromptness that it was coufidtntH expected 
hat 
in less, than 
ninety 
days 
from 


the time the timber stood as trees in-' the 
forest these mighty ships would be in. line 
of battle on the waters' of Ontario. 
It•'• is 


alsojto be remembered that all the materials 
for their construction, excepting the.timber 
and plank—^-that is, the metal for their hulls, 
the entire rigging and sails, the heavy an- 
chors and guns and cables, and stores of 
every description, as well as the supplies 
for over a thousand workmen employed on 
them, and for the troops' cantoned at the 
harbor—had to be transported from the sea- 
board, a distance exceeding three hundred 
and fifty miles, two hundred of which were 
over roads of such character as to require 
special and extravagant means of export. 


Taking into consideration all these cir- 


cumstances, the achievements connected 
with; the building and equipping of the lake 
navy rank amongst the highest efforts of 
human enterprise and energy, and:splendid- 
ly illustrate the power of a tree people who 
work with a will to accomplish a worthy end. 


If this was done in the green tree, what 


cannot be done in tbe dry tree ? If the 
country whose whole power and credit was 
not, in 1814, equal to that of Pennsylvania, 
Newi York and Massachusetts uow combin- 
ed, could do such deeds, what cannot the 
northern states, and still more the north and 
west combined, do now ? 


A navy of a thousand gnns for blockad- 


ing purposes, and a force of two hundred 
thousand men fully equipped, can be set on 
foot ia sixty days for the service ofthe coun- 
try and the blockading of the secessionists. 


Let the administration of 1861 profit by 


the lessons of the past, and emulating the 
promptness and energy of the administra- 
tion of 1814, devise and carry out measures 
that shall make resistance to the power of 
the government an act of desperate mad- 
ness. 
Confine the rebels within their own 


territories, and then, like the scorpions en 
circled within a ring of fire, they will sting 
themselves to death.

A gentleman who has recently been driv- 


en from the south because he is a northern 
man by birth, called upon us yesterday. 
He does not permit us to nse his name, on 
acconnt of the danger to which it might 
subject his friends in that region who aided 
in his escape, if it should be known that he 
had informed northern people of the treat- 
ment he had received in the south; but his 
character and truthfulness is vouched for 
by one of our most respectable citizens, 
who has known him for many years. 


This gentleman makes the following 


statement: He resided in a village in Mis- 
sissippi, several years, had become identi- 
fied with that country in business; Uad no 
unfriendly feeling towards the • institutions 
of the south, and never expressed any, and 
ia convinced that the treatment he received 
originated solely from the fact of his being 
a northern man by birth. Some two weeks 
since a German, charged with being an ab 
olitionist, was whipped in the place where 
our informant resided ; he was also tarred 
and feathered, his head shaved, and was af- 
terwards ducked in a filthy pond and rods 
on a pole about the streets of the town. 


When the mob had vented their insane 


rage upon the man until he was nearly ex- 
hausted, they permitted him to run for his 
life. 
Upon his attempting to do'so, one of 


the crowd, not yet satisfied with glutting 
tis vengeance, cried out—" Let us hang 
the d 
d abolitionist, he deserves it. 


As there were some movements made to 
carry out this inhuman threat, our inform- 
ant interfered, and said that the man had 
been punished enough, recommending that 
he should be allowed to depart without fur 
ther molestation. Upon this, one of the 
most boisterous of the mob turned to our 
informant, denounced him as an abolition- 
ist, threatening to serve him in the same 
manner; and striking him with his fist 
Our northern friend defended himself, anc 
was finally permitted to go to his residence 
Ths man who attacked him went into a 
•tore near by, commenced a quarrel about 
this affair, and was shot dead by the mer- 
chant. 
Our informant was then warnec 


by his friends that it would not be safe to 
stay, and he made preparations to leave 
While doing so, the desperadoes attacked 
his place of business, beat down his door, 
and would have killed him, if he had been 
found. He secreted himself, until night 
when a Beet horse was brought to bis back 
door, upon which he escaped from the 
town, and after a circuitous journey, he 
left his horse, took passage on a railroad 
and arrived, last week, safely in Cairo. 
He 


took with him only the clothes he had on 
and what money he had on hand; his 
friends sent to him such of his property as 
could be packed in trunks, under a fictitious 
address, and the remainder of his property 
has, probably, been confiscated by the par- 
ties who have driven him out of the south 
not for any political opinion, bet because 
he was a northern man by birth, and darec 
to exhibit a feeling of humanity towards 
an unfortunate fellow being, whose life was 
about to bo taken, on the mere suspicion 
that he was an "abolitionist." Doubtless 
the excitement occasioned by this interfe 
rence saved this man's life, aud if so our 
informant is repaid for all his own sacrifi 
ces of property and business. 


On his journey north he found many 


persons driven out of the south beeausi 
they were suspected of concealing thought) 
unfavorable to slavery or the southern con 
federacy. 
One was an express agent, whi 


was required to join the confederate army 
and upon his declining to do so in rathe 
unequivocal terms, the mob determined t< 
hang him, and it was only by the aid o 
friends and good fortune that he escaped 
Another had been forced to enlist, and wit! 
with fourteen others deserted. 
He was the 


only one of the number who finally es 
caped; the others were re-taken and wen 
probably sacrificed to the vengeance of thi 
mob which rules everything at the south. 


The whole south is represented to be uni 


ted in this violent antipathy to norther- 
people, who are all regarded as abolitionists 
The business men and wealthy planters ar 
compelled to subscribe whatever sums ar 
demanded by the mob, and whenever 
man is suspected he is called upon to en 
list in Jeff. Davis' army; if he refuses t 
comply, he is immediately disposed of b 
talcing his life, or is subjected to the mos 
brutal treatment, and then warned to de 
part from the country immediately. 


The inevitable conclusion, from what is 


now transpiring jn the south ia, that the 
system of slavery has brought the people 
to a'condition of semi-barbarism, andjthat 
they will grow worse instead of better, un- 
til the slave system becomes extinct in a 
Woody revolution.

FROM FORT PICKBNS.—The New York 


Times publishes a letter'dated U. S. ship 
Powhattau, off Pensacola, Thursday, May 
16, 1861, from which we take the following 
statement of the rebel force now before Ft. 
Pickens : 


There is now no use concealing the fact 


that the fight here will be one of the most 
desperate of the war. Oar preparations 
fire progressing rapidly, and fully justify us 
iu the opinion that Fort Pickens is almost 
impregnable. 
But the gigantic strides 


made by Bragg's command may well pre- 
vent us from anticipating a quiet capture of 
the navy, yard and Barrancas, the posses- 
sion of which is necessary to the end ol 
hostilities in these parts. Now, it is on the 
best authority that I inform you that .the 
secessionists ashore muster 10,000 available 
fighting men, notwithstanding previous es- 
timates. They nre scattered around for 
miles, and have some of the best officers in 
America to regulate their movements. 


There are at least six batteries that may 


open fire on Pickens now concealed, and 
of course the exact places in which they 
are situated no one of us can find out. 
The skill of three United States military 
and naval officers has been concentrated to 
make these most powerful, and Cumming's 
Point ravages on Sumter, indicate what a 
hidden battery may do. Let it be distinct- 
ly understood, then, that on land at present 
the secessionists number at least five times 
more than the federal troops. Take all our 
available men from the ships, and you can 
not make up one-third of our enemy's 
strength. There have been serior.s impedi- 
ments, too, placed in the water within eight 
days, and it is now very doubtful whether, 
forts left out, ships could go up to the yard. 
Then Montgomery and Warrington are con- 
nected by the iron railway horse, and re- 
inforcements may be poured in. 


I mention these matters only to establish 


plainly one fact, namely : We cannot take 
a permanent and offensive stand in Florida 
with 1,500 men. 
Defend Pickens, hold 


Kosas Island, batter down McRae and Bar- 
rancas, we may, but will the American peo- 
ple be satisfied with this? Let the cabinet 
decide whether federal forces are concen 
trated here to defend Pickens until it shall 
be made of little consequence, or, to take 
the navy yard and make the fort impregna 
ble in time.
